1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

The specification (page 22, lines 20-24) discloses the angle between the outer wall 
of a tapered portion 76b of a gate electrode 76 and the surface of the insulator substrate 
71 is set within a range of 5° to 40°. The specification never discloses an angle 
between each of the inclined surfaces of the second pair of tapered end portions of the 
supplemental capacitor electrode and the surface of the insulator substrate being set 
within a range of 5° to 40° as claimed in claim 1 . 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
